Newspapers, However, Charge 
Mexican Difficulties to Wil- 
son’s Idealistic Policy. 


LIBERAL PAPER. SEVERE 


Manchester Guardian Sees Inter- 
vention for Symbolic Slight, 
None for Death.

LONDON, April 18.—Contrasting the 
action of President Wilson in connection 
with the arrest of American bluejackets 
at Tampico with what was done whén 
William 8S. Benton, the British ranch 
owner, Wee killed at Juarez,. the Man- 
ehester Guardian. one of the leading 
Liberal newspapers, says today: 

“Intervention which murder and rob- 
bery falled to bring about is apparently 
to be the punishment for a merely sym- 
bolic slight on American dignity.”’ 

=xpressing its admiration for the abil- 
ity and the motives of President Wilson, 
the Guardian says it is impossible to 
suppress doubts and misgiving on his 
Mexican policy. It continues: . 

“Why should Villa murder with im- 
punity and Gen. Huerta be chastised 
with the whole strength of the right 
arm of the United States for a mere 
breach of international politeness? It 
would bé far easier to bring Villa to 
a better frame of mind than to teach 
Huerta manners. In the one case it 
would have been enough to threaten 
the rebels that the embargo on the ex- 
portation of arms and ammunition from 
the United States would be reimposed, 
but What sort of guarantee ts there that 
the capture of Tampico by the American 
ficet will elther mend Huerta’s man- 
ners or relieve the hardships of foreign 
subjects in Mexico or help any of the 
interests President Wilson is anxious 
lo serve? 

Eixcnae for Intervention. 

“If the United States is anxions for 
an excuse for intervention in Mexico, 
an insult to her flag will serve very 
well; but no one knows. better than 
President Wilson that armed interven- 
tion oncé begun cannot easily be con- 
fined to the HMmits that are set for it 
at the beginning. It is next to impos- 
sible for one country to make itself 
partly responsible for the good govern. 
ment of another and independent coun- 
try.” 

Most of the London morning papers 
in their éditorial comment on the Mex. 
ican situation display sympathy with 
President Wilson in the difficulties 
which have arisen with Mexico, while 
ar the same time contending that those 
difficulties were largely brought about 
by his idealistic policy. Much curiosity 
is expressed over the intentions of the 
United States, because, although. it js 
generally believed Huerta. will yield, it 
is pointed out that should he remain 
cbdurate the mere occupation of Tam- 
pice would not have much practical 
cffect and that the blockade of Vera 
Cruz would be the only measure that 
would deal’a serious blow to the Huerta 
regime.

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HEARING IN SULZER 
FIGHT 10 GET CASE 
70 HIGHEST COURT 


New York Appeals Bench Hears 
Arguments on the Legality 
of His Impeachment. 


SEEKS PAY AS EXECUTIVE 
He Asks Judges in State Tribu- 
nal to Set Aside Own Verdict 
in Impeachment Court. 


By Associated Press. 
ALBANY, N. Yi, April 16.—The State 


Court of Appeals today listened to argu- 
ments on the question of the legality of 
the impeachment and removal from of- 
fice of former Gov. William Sulzer. 

The proceedings, which were institued 
by Sulzer himself in an effort to have 
the United States Supreme Court pass 
on the validity of the impeachment, 
were brought against William 5. Sohm- 
er, the State Comptroller, to compel 
him to pay the former executive the 
salary of Governor from the date of 
his removal. Sulzer has drawn an As- 
semblyman's salary from the State in 
the meantime. 

A peculiar feature of the action is 
that the judges of the Court of.Ap- 
peals, who were members of the Court 
of Impeachment, are asked to set aside 
the verdict for which they voted when 
Sulzer was removed from office. 

Right of Court Review. 

In nis brief, opposing the Sulzer re- 
quest, Attorney-General Carmody argued 
that the courts of the State had no 
right to review the determination of the 
Court of Impeachment, and that Sulzer 
abandoned the office of Governor by ac- 
quiescing in the judgment of the im- 
peachment court and accepting the of- 
fice of member of the Assembly. 

Alexander S. Bacon, in behalf of the 
former Governor, raised practically all 
the questions which were submitted by 


peachment. 

Taking up the question of Sulzer’s re- 
linquishing his claim to thé governorship 
by becoming a member of the Assembly, 
Bacon's brief held that this case could 
not be classed with those in which a 
man deliberately ahandons office by ac- 
cepting another. 

“Did Nothing Willingly.” 

“Gov. Sulzer was ousted,”’ the brief 
continued. ‘‘He did nothing willingly 
If he had not left the executive chambe: 
and the executive mansion, the clubs 
of policemen and the bayonets of the 
National Guard weuld have put him 
out.’’ 

Bacon also contended that the court 
of impeachment was limited in its juris. 
diction and its acts could be reviewed 
by the State and federal judiciary.

The law of business rules 
that 'abor must yield profit Its com- 
pensation must be less than its value. 

Whether or not you be- 
lieve this law to be just, the fact re- 
mains, and the rules of advancement 
turn upon it. 

The young man who seeks advance- 
ment must tncrease the yield of his 
work. If he wishes greater compen- 
sation he must do more valuable work. 
Hie must earn his right to the increase 
in pay or responsibility before he is en- 
titled to receive it, 

The basic fault in a great many young 
men is their ignorance of this law. 
Their desires reach forward in advance 
of their productiveness. They crave 
greater power and greater pay before 
they demonstrate their right to it. 

They analyze the “boss” before they 
analyze themselves. They appraise him 
as unappreciative, or. tight-fisted, or 
falsely prejudiced against them, or 
blind to their ability without turning 
themselves inside out for inspection. 
Often if they would study thelr own 
output of work, or their ewn advance- 
ment of ability, or their own rate of 
efficiency increase they would conclude 
the “*boss’’ to be a man of wise and just 
decisions. 

Don’t appraise the boss. Appraise 
yourself. If you desire increased com- 
pensation, first make sure that you 
have increased your labor value.

| Tested Recipes 


Codfish With Parsnips. 


This is an old New Engiand dish, 
greatly esteemed. Soak three pounds 
codfish over night in cold water. In 
the morning put into cold water and 
cook just below boiling point for an 
hour. Meantime, scrape and quarter a 
half-dozen parsnips, cook in boiling salt- 
ed water until tender and dish around 
the fish. Make a butter sauce, using 
two ‘tablespoonfuls flour, one of butter 


or nice dripping, then add one cup boil-j} 


ing water little by little and stir until 
the sauce is thickened. Add three ta- 


| blespoonfuls vinegar and season with 


salt and pepper. Boil three minutes 
longer, add a chopped hard-bofled egg 
and serve with the fish and parsnips. 


Seotch Eges. 

One cup of lean cooked ham chopped 
very fine; six hard-boiled eggs. Cook 
one-third of a cup of stale bread-crumbs 
in one-third of a cup of milk to a smooth 
paste. Mix with the ham; add half a 
teaspoonful of mixed mustard, half a 
saltspoonful of cayenne pepper, and one 
raw egg. Mix well, remove the shells 
from the eggs, and cover with the mix- 
ture. Fry in hot fat for two minutes. 
Drain, and serve hot or cold, for lunch or 
pienics. Cut them into halves lengthwise, 
and arrange each half on a bed of fine 
parsley. The contrast between the green, 
red, white and yellow gives a very pretty 
effect,

Bprinkle fresh toast with walnut, 
mushroom, or any savory catsup, then 
heap on it scrambled eggs in which milk 
has been used, and on top put a gen- 
erous layer of grated cheese; season 
with pepper and salt, and put under the 
oven flame of a gas stove. Let the 
cheese brown, then remove from coven 
and garnish the top with slices cut from 
black pickled wajnuts, or a few capers 
or with thin strips of pimentos, or 
chopped chives.

“NO UNIVERSAL 
TRANSFERS! NO: 


Peoples’ League Will Meet Sun- 
day to Plan Fight on 
United Railways. 


Members of the People’s League will 
meet in the League offices, room 611, 
810 Olive street, Sunday at 10:30 a. m., 
to set a date for a mass meeting at 
Twelfth and Olive st@ets to which citi- 
zens will be invited. 

According to Sheridan Webster, gen- 
eral secretary of the league, an appeal 
will be made tc the citizens nat to pay 
street car fares until the United Rail- 
ways Co. obeys the law in regard to is- 
suing universal transfers. 

‘‘lnless something is done quickly, this 
universal transfer matter can be kept 
in the courts by the United Railways 
Co. for years,’’ said Webster. “But if 
passengers would refuse to pay their 
fares until the United Railways abided 
by the law, we soon would get universal 
transfers. 

Thinks Company Would Surrender. 

“It might cause a iittle inconven- 
jenée the first few days, but I think i+ 
ultimately would work out all right. 
For instance, I am going to suggest 
at the meeting that every person en- 
tering a car, Whether desiring a 
transfer or not, ask the question, ‘Are 
vou giving transfers by the .shortest 
possible route to a given destination” 
01:0 if the conductor says no, then the 
passenger should refuse to pay his fare. 
“he United Railways would have no 
fares in their boxes. 

‘The conductor might not put the pas- 
senger off for fear of damage suit. In 
that case citizens would ride at the ex- 
pense of the United Railways. 

“On the other hand, if every passen- 
ger refusing to pay the fare was pui 
off, these passengers could get cn the 
next car, and if put off there, could get 
on the next, and so forth, and by de- 
grees reach their destination. This 
would cause untold trouble to the 
United Railways and loss of money as 
well. But it finally would make then 
issue universal trarzsfers. 

Webster Sunday afternoon began a 
test of the proposition of not paying 
car fare unless the company was obey- 
ing the law, and got three rides free 
that day, he narrates. 

He got on Bellefuntaine car 1872 at 
Eighth and Pine streets and asked the 
conductor: 

“Are you giving transfers by the 
shortest possible route to a given des- 
tination?’” The conductor answered, 
“‘No.”’ 

“I can't pay my fare then,’’ Webster 
said, and walked into the car unmo- 
lested, and rode to the north-end ter- 
minus. 

Returning, he entered Bellefontaine 
car 1102 and asked virtually the same 
question. ‘‘You know just as well as I 
do that we are not?’’ the conductor an- 
swered, and, as a result, Webster rode 
to the point from which he started, And 
a similar result was experienced on a 
Tower Grove car. 

Since then, Webster declared, he has 
not paid car fare and has not been put 
off a car. 

Man Says He Was Ejected. 

Charles L. Delbridge, president of the 
People’s League, Charles A. Green, 2309 
Gilmore avenue, and Henry Kullman, 
5120 North Eleventh street, also are 
carrying out the People’s League slogan 
by not paying fares. 

Kullman reported he had been ejected 
fr0m Broadway car No. 1778 at Broad- 
way and Walnut street at 4:10 p. m, 
Wednesday. Upon boarding the car, hie 
asked if the United Railways was giv- 
ing transfers according to law and the 
eonductor replied there had been no 
change in the transfer system. Just 
before the conductor puc him off, Kull- 
man said a man standing on the plar- 
ferm handed him a card bearing ihe 
name of Dr. W. E. Frank, 1321 South 
broadway.

RITCHIE’S RECENT 
FORM MAKES HIN 
STRONG FAVORITE 


Harlem Tommy Murphy Has 
Only Outside Chance to . 
Win Title, Friday. 


By Harry S. Sharpe, 
Referee for the Future City A. C. and 
the Post-Dispatch’s Boxing Authority. 

‘“‘Harlein’”’ Tommy Murphy gets the 
chance he has been awaiting for a 
long time, when he meets Lightweigh' 
Champion Willie Ritchie for 20 rounds 
in San Francisco, Friday. Twics 
before these two were matched, but 
the engagements were called off by 
Ritchie owing to illness and injury. 

Murphy was 29 years old April 13, 
and began his fighting career in 19038. 
since which time he has met all the 
best lightweight boxers, but until he 
secured a match with Ritchie has 
never engaged in one involving the 
lightweight title. 

Considering the great 
battles he has fought, Murpny has 


met with but few defeats. In 1905 he 
was knocked out by Terry McGovern 
in one round; the following year he 
lost to Matty Baldwin in 15 rounds; 
on March 23, 1900, he lost to Owen 
Moran in 12 rounds; Phil Brock beat 
him on Oct. 6 of the following year 
in 10 rounds; then on May 25, 1911, he 
was put out by “Knockout” Brown of 
New York in one round; then he lost 
to Packey McFarland in 20 rounds at 
San Francisco, on Nov. 30, 1911. 


Of the foregoing, Murphy iater on de- 
feated Baldwin and Moran, and secured 
no return matches’ with the others, ex- 
cept a no-decision 10-round bout with 
McFarland in New York City on Oct 
17 of last year. 


Murphy Gets Good Start. 


Murphy first went to California in 1910, 
28 was tried out in his first 
This was one of 20 rounds 
against Owen Moran, and Murphy was 
the winner. The following year he re- 


turned to California and lost a decision 
to McFarland after 20 rounds. 

Murphy’s style of fighting was well 
liked on the Coast and he was signed 
up to meet “‘One-Round”’ Hogan for 20 
rounds. This fight tovk place on Jan. 
31, 1912, and resulted in a draw. Then 
on March 9 of the same year he won 
from Abe Attell in 20 rounds at Daly 
City, Cal. They boxed a return match 
on Aug. 3 at San Francisco, and this 
bout resulted in a draw. Then, on Jan 
1, 1918, he knocked out Frankie Burns in 
the seventeenth round at San Francisco. 
On Féb. 22 he boxed Ad Woigast a 2- 
round draw at Daly City, and on April 
19, in the same arena, he was given a 
decision over Wolgast at the end of 20 
rounds. 

While Murphy's récord is a good 
one, none of the men defeated by him 
were so ood at the time as Ritchie 
is now. and the chances are the New 
York boxer will be defeated in his 
coming bout with the champion. 
Right now, as demoOnstrated in his 
recent bout with Wolgast at Mili- 
waukee, Ritchie is in good form, and 
it is doubtful if he would have taken 
on Murphy were he not confident of 
beating him. Murphy is a good boxer 
and ring general. but it has been 
known for some time that his hands 
have suffered as a result of his long 
boxing career and it is hardly prob: 
able that he will be able to punish 
the champion to any great extent, 
even though he should be successful 
in out-boxing him, which is extreme- 
lv doubtful. 


Slow but Sure. 


titchie has not shown much haste in 
taking on matches, but once he is in- 
duced to tnter the ring he is a hard man 
to beat. He is six vears younger, strong- 
er and faster than Murphy, and just as 
good a boxer, though not so good a ring 
general. Neither of them are classed as
